THE MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITAL 


To the Editor, Red Deer News. ° 
Dear Sir,— - ; 

I am glad to see that the Municipal 
Hospital project is not-dead: in the 
Red Deer district. I would gladly en- 
dorse Mr, A. W. Martin in his efforts 
to establish such a hospital with Red 
Deer as the centre. (Municipal Hos- 
pitals mean _ co-operation . between 
country and. city, pooling our interests, 
giving’ and taking, meeting each 
other on common ground, with a com- 
mon object, viz.,, the saving of life, 
valuable life—the lives of mothers and 
children; making it possible for we 
common people with small means to 
receive care and nursing without sac- 
rificing our homes. It means less 
sheriff's sales, less suffering and 
death for want of proper medical 
attention; Yes, it means a lot, a 
whole lot, but. there is a lot to do 
before we get it; but go ahead, it will 
be worth all. our efforts.: 

In my opinion, the first thing to do 
is to overcome this deplorable ‘class 


‘consciousness” propaganda. It was 
“class” that defeated the hospital 
scheme. I am not guessing. about 


this; I know what I am talking about. 
I spent some time with the organizer 
attending meetings, etc., and I know 
that the feeling that the city was 
putting it over the country was the 
greatest obstacle we had to meet. 

Any man that trys to advocate 
municipal hospitals and “class con- 
sciousness” and group organization 
for self interest at the same time is 
in about the same position as a 
church that sends out its ministers 
with an “automatic” to compel men 
to follow a lowly Saviour. 

Class consciousness has been very 
successful in the west in electing men 
to office, in broadening the gulf be- 
tween the country and city, in ending 
co-operation to save the lives of the 
mothers and babies. May the great 
men, the great successful organizer, 
of this class consciousness movement 
stop their hand slapping long enough 
to look upon the newly made grave 
of the mother and babe that were lost 
because they could not obtain proper 
care. 

The leaders of class consciousness 
are rejoicing because they have killed 
the “ola parties” in the west. Many 
have killed a lot more than the old 
parties. Co-operation between city 


and country and _ good _ fellowship | 


have been sacrificed to gain the great 
victory. 

Please let me quote from an Ed- 
monton paper: “This result has been 
achieved by a propaganda of class 
antagonism within the West itself. 
The grievances of the farmers are 
blamed. on faeir neighbors ir the 
towns. A gospel of antagonism of 
country against town has_ been 
preached successfully, with the result 
that difficult conditions are accentu- 
ated for both town and country.” 

Mr. Editor, you know, and all your 
readers know, that movements that 
are fundamentally wrong have not 
lived long in Canada, and this class 
against class movement must die, and 
then we can have a municipal hospital 
and the city mother and the country 
mother, and city babe and the coun- 
try babe, can be cared for under the 
same: roof and be friends. 

Yours, believing firmly that Cana- 
dianism, good judgment, good fellow- 
ship, and’common sense will redeem 
Alberta in. the near future.

TO. THE ELECTORS OF THE RED 
: DEER SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Ladies and Gentlemen:— 

As I believe’ every. candidate for 
municipal , honors’ should have some 
constructive policy, you will find -my 
platform as candidate. for. School Trus- 
tee elsewhere in this issue of the “Ad- 
vocate.” . 

The situation confronting the School 
Board is indeed serious, and I want to 
tell you that a decided change in the 
method of financing the schools and in 
the method of assessing and collecting 
school taxes is urgently required. I 
am in a position to know that the pre- 
sent system is not only unfair to the 
city but also-unfair to the other three 
municipalities comprising the School 
District, because it is seriously inter- 
fering with the collection of taxes 
through the Tax Recovery Act. 

I therefore advocate, ‘an equalized 
assessment, of all lands within the 
School Diétrict, and that the School 
Board make its demand upon each 
separate municipality. This would 
centralize the collection of the taxes 
through the office of the municipality 
in which the lands are situate and 


would lessen the annoyance and mis-: 


understanding that at.present exists 
in the minds of many of-the ratepayers 
residing outside the city limits. It 
would also eliminate the present con- 
flict of interests in the matter of tax 
sales and the disposition of forfeited 
lands. 

I favor the organization of High 
School districts which shall include all 
the territory possible and which shall 
operate the High School for the benefit 
of pupils residing in the High School 
district only. This will greaily reduce 
the present burden and make it pos- 
sible to erect in time a decent High 
School. The present building is a dis- 
grace to the city and the district. If 
you think this statement is exagger- 
ated; just go up and inspect the High 
School. The Principal will point out 
the disadvantages .undér which the 
school is being operated. 

It is out of the question for the pre- 
sent public school district to construct 
a modern beilding for High; “School 
purposes, and the sooner we press for 
the organization of High School dis- 
tricts and increased Government 
grants, the sooner may we hope to get 
a modern High School. 

We have a splendid staff of teachers 
and with: the exception of the High 
School staff and two or three of the 
lady teachers who have been on the 
Public School staff for a number of 
years, the salary is not over $1,200. A 
number of them are receiving less than 
that. Other teachers who have left 
this schoof have gone elsewhere and 
been engaged at decided increases of 
salary. My policy is to demand the 
Breatest experience and ability to be 
obtained for a fair-wage salary based 
on conditions existing throughout the 
Province. We cannot expect more. 

In the matter of caretaking. Mr. 
Jas. Shannon is in charge of both the 
Public and High School, which include 
thirteen class rooms. He is giving 
excellent service both in the matter of 
firing as well as keeping the rooms in 
good condition. In addition, he makes 
minor repairs without extra charge. 
For his services which require his at- 
tention early in the morning and late 
at night, as well as on Saturdays and 
Sundays, he is receiving $175.00 per 
month out of which, I understand, he 
pays his own help. Do you think he 
is overpaid? I do not. The Parish 


Hall school has a steam plant and 
three class ruoms. The caretaker is 
receiving $55 per month. South Red 


Deer school costs $380 per month for 
janitor service, und North Red Deer 
school $20 per month. 

Every effort has been made by the 
Bourd to secure the services of a Gov- 
ernment nurse to examine the children 
attending the public schools. The De- 
partment was unable to furnish one 
this year, but has promised attention 
in this regard for next year. Every 
precaution is taken by the Board to 
protect the health of the pupils, and if 
elected, I shall not lose sigh. of this 
important matter. 

Now, as regards the salary of the 
Secretary;:Treasurer, I do not now 
hold that position by virtue of being 
one of the Trustees. Iam not seeking 
-e-election as Trustee to safeguard my 
position of Secretary-Treasurer, for in 
any question pertaining to that, I shall 
not vote. I feel that Ican be of service 
to the School District, having taught 
school for three years, being a parent 
of three children of school age, and be- 
ing in close touch with the matter of 
levying and collection of taxes. 

I have served faithfully for two 
terms by acclamation, but would ap- 
preciate your support in this real con- 
test. I have endeavored to state my 
policy clearly, and if necessary will 
discuss it publicly. 

If you feel that I have the ability to 
serve you honestly and with an eye to 
the welfare of the School District, 
place an X opposite my name. Thank 
you.

SCHOOL TRUSTEE- 
ELECTION TODAY 


The lection of three Trustees to 
the Public Schoo] Board is proceed- 
ing today. In view of the fact that 
there are seven contestants, there will 
likely be a large vote polled. 

The campaign has gone on quietly 
without any public meetings. Economy 
has been the outstanding p]ank in the 
appeal of most of the candidates. 


the Board fairly closely during the 
past year, The News ventures the 
opinion that the old board has already 
reduced the practice of economy tq a 
fine art, consistent with efficiency. 

Red Deer cannot reduce the number 
of its schools or the rooms that are 
maintained in these schoo]s. In fact, 
if the demands for education are met, 
more rooms instead of less will have 
to be opened. 

Consequently, the number of teach- 
ers cannot be reduced, and it is a cer- 
tainty that their salaries are already 
ataminimum. Efficient teachers can- 
not pe secured at lower ealaries than 
those now paid in Red Deer. 

There has been some criticism of 
the salary paid the caretaker of the 
Central and High Schoo]s. This man 
is particularly competent in the die- 
charge of his duties. He employs his 
own help, costing at least $25 per 
month. He is on quty seven days, and 
nearly seven nights, in every week. 
He is required to hold at least a sec- 
ond class engineer's certificate, and 
receives the princely salary of $175.00 
per month. No self-respecting citizen 
could seriously expect the man to car- 
ry the responsibility for very much 
less salary. 

The two retiring truetees seeking 
election have been faithful in the dis- 
charge of the duties, and The News 
makes bolq to say that they should be 
re-eJected. The ratepayers can make 
no mistake in placing W. J. Stephen- 
son and J. E. Welton at the head of 
the poll. J. E. Welton deserves credit 
and support for proposing, in his plat- 
form, a very definite policy concern- 
ing the collection of school] taxes. The 
schoo] district embraces all the city 
of Red Deer, all the village of North 
Red Deer, and parts of the municipal 
districts of Golden West and Pine 
Lake. Mr. Welton’s plans for mak- 
ing each municipality desponsible for 
collecting its share of the school taxes 
for the district would go a long way in 
eliminating the friction which must 
result from two taxing authorities, as 
at present.

net position. Mr. Motherwell is on 
his way here. Mr. Pardee, it Is said, 
vacant high court 
judgeship in Ontario. 

In connection with! Mr. Martin’s 
presence, interest is aroused in the 
old question of the granting of their 
resources to the western provinces. 
This, it is understood, was one ‘vf the 
matters discussed at the Progressive 
meeting in Saskatoon, the instruc- 
tions given to Mr. Crerar there being 
that it should be one feature of the de- 
mande of the Progressives in consider- 
ing coalition. 


MARTIN'S ATTITUDE

Fisher Folk Confident End of World 
is Approaching. 


London, December 22.—From Scot- 
land today comes further news of the 
most amazing religious hysteria which 
is sweeping thréugh the bleak fishing 
villages of the northeast part of the 


country about ‘Aberdeen. Doctors 
and local authorities are seriously 
alarmed at the wide sensationalism 
that is rapidly spreading among. the 
10,000 people,many of whom are al- 
rsady in a state verging upon com- 
plete mental derangement. ° 

Following is an example of the evil 
effects of the movement: A woman 
was visited after child birth by a 
party of evangelists, who continued 
to pray. and sing at her bedside for 
several hours, until the woman finally 
became delirious, and was removed 
to an asylum, where she died two 
days later. 

Every day large bodies of seamen 
gather on the seashore to hear explan- 
ations of the parable, falling on their 
knees, periodically praying and wring- 
ing ther hands. Bonfires of tobacco, 
cigarettes, pipes, cards and dancing 
shoes are frequent occurrences, and 
children are forced to forsake the gam- 
es under the threat of hell fire. 


STRETCH FOR MILES. 


Chains of persons who declare they 
have been saved, link hands together 
and stretch for miles along the roads 
connecting the ‘different villages:

IS DEAD 


Colonel Henry Watterson, Known as 
“Marse Henry,” Dies in the States. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 22.— 


Henry Watterson, one of the best 
known journalists in the United 
States, and former owner and_ pub- 


lisher of the Louisville Courier—-Jour- 
nal, died at a local hotel at 6.15 this 
morning. 


Col. Watterson, affectionately known 
as “Marse Henry” by thousands of 
people in the United States, was fam- 
ous not only as an editorial writer of 
distinction, but as a soldier in the 
civil war, and afterwards as a_poli- 
tician. At one time he was étrongly 
“boomed” as a candidate for the 
presidency. He coined the famous 


phrase, “a tariff for revenue only,” 
supporting that policy strongly. 
Before the Uniteq States entered 


the Great War, Col. Watterson himself 
declared that he was no clammy neut- 
ral, and openly announced that he 
thought the allies ought to win, and, 
furthermore, that thay would win.

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AS IT GOES INTO HISTORY 


In a few short hours, comparatively, 
the year 1921 will have passed into his- 
tory, and we will stand at the 
threshold of a new and untried year. 
The time is particularly opportune to 
review, briefly, the events of the old 


year, and see if we can discover some 
of the features that will differentiate 
it from others in the eyes of the his- 
torians of future times. 

Like the traveller standing on the 
broad prairie, viewing the, Rocky 
Mountains in the distance, who sees 
only the higher peaks and the more 
outstanding physical characteristics, 
so the historian, from his vantage 
ground, lets the years stand before 
him in seried array as he picks out 
the high peaks of achievement, the 
deep gorges of suffering, famine or 
woe, and the volcanic outbursts of 
social eruption. 

The year 1921 will find a place in 
history alongside its more spectacular 
predecessors, because it has been a 
year of movements. Not 60 much for 
war and bloodshed, as for efforts to 
solve the problems that have develop- 
ed as the result of their experiences. 
The world has still a long way to go 
before it realizes the utopian dreams 
of some social visionaries. But in 
this instance we are dealing with the 
historic past rather than the spec- 
tacular future, and must deal with 
facts rather than theories. 

From a world point of view, there is 
less war going on now than there has 
been for many years. The Christmas 
message of “Peace on earth” has fall- 
en on more receptive ears than here- 
tofore. The sound of the cannon has 
not drowned the song that angels 
sing, except in very rare and isolated 
cases. 

The League of Nations has_ be- 
come more of a factor in moulding in- 
ternational relationships, although its 
functions, for the time being, seem to 
have been usurped by the Disarma- 
ment Conference in Washington. The 
latter, however, might be regarded as 
an outcome of the great world league, 
affording the United States an oppor- 
tunity to take its place in internation- 
al discussion, which political expedi- 
ency had denied in the deliberations 
of the League. 

Humanity, as a whole, is little inter- 
ested in whether the League of Na- 
tions survives or a new international 
brotherhood takes its place, so long as 
war is curtailed and peace and har- 
mony take the place of distrust and 
discord. 

1921 has made a distinct contribut- 
tion which the historian will not fail 
to recognize. 

Britishers, particularly, have a feel- 
ing of satisfaction that the Irish ques- 
tion, recurring political problem of 
several generations, seems to be on 
the verge of settlement. 1921 has 
done something of note in this re- 
gard. History will do homage to 
Lloyd George for the part he has 
taken in the settlement of the Irish 
question only slightly less remarkable 
than his record in the conduct of the 
Great War. - 

The conference of Imperial Premiers 
was an achievement in Empire devel- 
opment that will not be overlooked. 
Some of the Colonial statesmen, not- 
ably Hon. Arthur Meighen, Gen. Ian 
Smuts, and Premier Hughes, made a 
profound impression in the heart of 
the Empire. 

In Canada, the government that 
has held the reigns of office all 
through the war period, passes out 
with the dying year. The electors 
have spoken with an insistent demand 
for a change. Just what the nature of 
the change may be is not clearly defin- 
ed at this juncture. 

A new party in Canadian politics 
has asserted itself, and is undergoing 
the acid test as the old year goes. 
‘Whether it shall be a party of  pro- 
gress or’of opportunism will be de- 
termined very largely by its conduct 
and attitude toward the formation - of 
the new Canadian government now be- 
ing chosen. Our duty in this instance 
jis qischarged when we draw attention 
to the fact that the ascendancy of the 
so-called Progressive party has beena 
characteristic of the year 1921, along 
with the defeat of the Meighen govern- 


mete ; 

Alberta has thrown its Liberal 
government overboard and entrusted 
its administration to a Farmer govern- 
ment with a slight sprinkling of Labor 
jn its make-up. It has been a hard 
year on governments in this part of 


the world. The new government has 
not been seen in legislative action yet 
and it remains for another year to 
record its doings. 

Galling under the yoke of severe 
economic conditions, in which costs 
and returns have not maintained any- 
thing like equality, the farmers of :Al- 
berta, and other parts of the west, 
have demanded that their own repre- 
sentatives should seek to remedy the 
existing ills. The upheaval has come 
with a suddenness, and with a spec- 
tacular outburst that can only be 
described as volcanic. History will 
record the awakening of agrarian class 
consciousness in 1921. 

In the Red Deer district, Providence 
has continued to smile with an abun- 
dant harvest, a fact that history can 
only relate as arecord well maintained 
through succeeding years and not as 
an exceptional fact. City and district 
have maintained their material stand- 
ing better than most other places, al- 
though spectacular qevelopment has 
been lacking. 

The departing year leaves unem- 
ployment conditions throughout the 
world worse than it found them. Ex- 
change rates and international trade 
are more disorganized now than 
they were a year ago. 

Taken all in_all, the old year has 
borne out the statement that peace 
hath her bequests little less severe 
than those of war. It has been a 
year of transition, a strange mingling 
of unrest and adjustment. It will 
soon be gone, but not forgotten. 


LIQUIDATION ALL ROUND 


England pays her debts. At the 
same time the broad considerations of 
economic policy which make it prudent 
for us to wipe off the French debt 
must apply to the question of our debt 
to America. Our government, it is 
admitted cannuot sue for this relief 
cap in hand. It would not be digni- 
fied, and {it would scarcely be Politic. 
Circumstan@es may induce America 
voluntarily to make the offer. But in 
any case we are profoundly convinced 
that the rehabitation of the exchange, 
the restoration of credit, and the re- 
covery of economic etability must be 
dependent on, and preceded by, a gen- 
eral remission of international war 
debts. From that procedure a rad- 
ical modification of German repara- 
tions cannot be excluded.—London 
Daily News.

TOWN AGAINST COUNTRY 


Lethbridge Herald: 

Ontario election figures show that 
the vote was almost wholly town 
against country. A few examples will 
illustrate, In West Middlesex the 
Progressive polled 309 votes out of 
3,018 in the four towns of the division, 
but he won the seat by nearly 1,400 
majority. In East Elgin, which the 
Conservatives regained from the Pro- 
sressives by a plurality of 178, the 
United Farmers of Ontario candidate 
polleq 207 votes in a total of 1,706 in 
Aylmer and Port Stanley, the only 
towns. In Norfolk the Progressives 
had 600 plurality, overcoming in the 
townships an adverse vote of 1,400 in 
the towns. In North York, where Mr. 
King triumphed, his U.F.O. opponent 
had only 251 votes in a total of 4,559 
in the four towns, In Peel the urban 
vote was 3,539, of which the Progres- 
sives got 316. In East Lambton the 
three towns of Petrolea, Watford and 
Forest gave the Conservatives a ma- 
jority of 1,100, but the Progressives 
won by 300. In Halton, Premier 
Drury’s constituency, the old parties 
polled 5,660 votes in the towns and 
the Progressives 409. In South Wel- 
lington the Progressive ran 3,136 be- 
hind Hon. Hugh Guthrie in the city 
of Guelph, but came within 91 votes 
of defeating him. Cases of this kind 
could be multiplied. There are not 
half a dozen constituencies in which 
the Progressive vote in the townships 
was not greater than that of either of 
the old parties. The Labor vote fail- 
ed the Progressive in every instance, 


as it failed the Labor candidates 
themselves. Of the 36 or 37 Con- 
servative seats, 15 were won by 
minority votes, mainly because of 
the division between Liberals and 
Progressives. 


PUBLICITY OF CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


The Progressives, it is understood, 
are asking ‘Mr. Mackenzie King to 
give undertakings covering the Tariff, 
Reciprocity, Freight Rates, the Na- 
tional Railways, anq control by the 
western provinces of their natural re- 
sources, 

What about publicity of campaign 
funtls, asks. the Winnipeg Tribune. 
Next to the Tariff there was no plank 
in the Progressive platform which Mr, 
Crerar stressed as strongly during the 
campaign as the necessity of all par- 
ties disclosing particulars of their 
election expenses. He declared that 
the large sums received from indivi- 
duals and corrorations had to be re. 
paid at the public expense, and that 
Tariff abuses were largely traceable 
to contributors originating in the cof. 
fers of the Canadian manufacturers. 

The platform of the Progressive par: 
ty leaves no room for doubt ag to‘ its 
position on the question of campaign 
funds, Mr. Crerar, in his appeal to 


the electors, assuredly. left ‘no room 
for doubt as to its high standing in the 
muster of Progressive: principles... He 
represented ‘it ‘Indeed as an issue 
which marked an unmistakeable line 
of cleavage between the two historic 
parties and the party .of progress. 

In view of these facts it is scarcely 
conceivable that Mr. Crerar in the 
negotiations now. proceeding, will, 
capitulate on the question of public- 
ity of campaign funds. The party 
campaign fund has without doubt laid 
a heavy hand on the people of Canada. 
It is the cause of the appalling railway 
problem we have now on our hands 
and the moving influence behind the 
exploitation of the country in a thous- 
and and one directions. Mr. Crerar has 
‘jt now in his power to eliminate this. 
corrupting influence from the public 
life of Canada. There is no principle 
for which he has fought, upon which 
he can less afford to surrender or 
compromise.

Six years ago when her husband, an 
official of a Manhattan insurance com- 
pany, New York, died, Mrs. Margaret 
Easton drew down the shades in the 
three-story dwelling in Brooklyn, and 
never stepped outside the house, Food, 
what there was of it, came through 
a cautiously raised window in the 
basement.

“At the end, exhausteq from lack 
of sleep ;excited to the point of dis- 
traction by the noise, and a thousand 
fears he cannot explain, with a begin- 
ning of stomach-trouble from the ir- 
regular meals, he is told by someone 
who does not understand little child- 
ren to carry a éatchel much_ too 
heavy. = 

“Perhaps you would expect a three- 
year-old to say, under such circum-. 
stances, “I’m sorry, but I’m not feel- 
ing very well, and it is really quite 
beyond my strength.” 

“But I don’t blame him a bit for 
stamping his foot and screaming. 
And certainly he goes not deserve 
the same treatment as a loutish boy of 
fourteen who refuses to obey a reas- 
able request. 

Every child is different from every 
other child, and only his mother is in 
a position to know how to take him. 

All gets of circumstances are differ- 
ent from all others, and only those 
who know all about the case have 
any chance of guessing what is the 
right thing to do. 

You must do that most difficult of 
all things, think, and think hard, be- 
fore you know what is the right thing 
to do. 

But before you begin to think, just 
remember that if a child stamps his 
foot and says “I won’t to you, it is be 
cause you have brought him up wrong. 

When you see a dog that habitually 
snarls ang shows his teeth, you do not 
say “What a disagreeable nature that 
dog has.” You say, “What a brutal 
master that poor creature must have 
had.”

What is a billion? The reply is 
very simple—a million times a million. 
This is quickly written and quicker still 
pronounced. But no man is able to 
count it. You count 160 to 170 a 
minute; but let us suppose you go as 
far as 200, then an hour will produce 
12,000, a day 288,000 and a year 365 
days (for every four years you may 
rest from counting during leap year)

At the present time of the year 
when the snow covers the ground 
one decidediy misses the station and 
section gardens along the Canadian 
Pacific Railway with their pro- 
‘fusion of shrvbbery and flowers. | 

It is the policy of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to establish _per- 
manent gardens, and the C.P.R. Flor- 
al Committee gives every possible 
assistance in carrying on this work; 
thus every year sees an increase in 
the number of permanent gardens 
laid out. . 

In carrying out this work a groat 
number of (rees, shrubs and peren- 
nial plants are used annually. Suit- 
able trees such as ash, elm, maple 
and poplars are supplied and shrub- 
bery such as honey-suckle, lilac, 
barberry, spirea, elder, weigelia, ete., 
together with perennial plants such 
as peonise, delphinium, galliardia, 
coreopsis, sweet william, phtox, pinks 
and others are supplied. Vines are 
also supplied to cover out-buildings 
and fences. For this purpose Vir- 
ginia creepers, hops and Japanese 
ivy are considered the best. 

The first display of color in 
spring-time is obtained from the 


anting of. tulip bulbs jn the fall, 


f 


but owing to their short life and 
labor involved, the distribution is 
limited to large stations and ter- 
minals. 

Following this, standard annual 
seed packages are supplied on re- 
quest to all those interested. The 
varieties are specially selected for 
their hardiness and with considera- 
tion to the display they will give. 
Those chosen are nasturtiums, mari- 
golds, mignonette, zinnia, kochia, 
alyssum and others. These seeds can 
be sown in the open and very good 
results quickly o':tained. 

For formal displays and formal 
flower-beds, a large quantity of bed- 
ding plants aré annually supplied 


and this list comprises cannas, 
feraniumns, cosmos, Zinnia, asters, 
verbenas, petunias, alyssum and 


lobelia, the latter two varietics be- 
ing mainly used for borders. 
Gradually, however, this class of 
plants is being replaced by perennial 
stock which requires less manual 
work and comes up from year to 
year living through the severest 
winters. In the Lake Superior coun- 
try pansies alene are used. This 
pene is a very hardy biennial and

FOCH ALMOST HAD 
TO CHARTER SHIP TO 


GARRY PRESENTS | 


During.His Stay In United. States He 
Travelled’ 15,000. Miles, .Madé. More 
Than 500 Speeches and Addressed 
More: Than.-17,000,000 -Men- and’ 
Women ... 


New York, December 22.—When he 
sailed from New. York yesterday, af- 
ter an: extensive tour of the United 
States and. Canada, Marshal Ierdin- 
j and Foch almost had to charter a ship 
to’ carry away the presonts that had 
been made to him on the North Ameri- 
can continent. ; 

In his: voluminous baggage were six 
‘great cases filled with gifts from the 
people. who thronged to see him dur- 
-ing-his tour of the United States and 

Canada,ang lend their voices in ac- 
claim of the man_who hurled  Ger- 
| many’s legions back from the soil . of 
France and won victory in history’s 
greatest conflict. Since coming to 
America late in October, Marshal 
Foch had travelled nearly 15,000 mil- 
es, made more than 500 ‘speeches, 
attended luncheons and banquets _be- 
yond computation, and had heard the 
acclaim of upward of 17,000,000 men; 
women and children. 

He had travelled over the wide ex- 
panses of: the American continent, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from the inland seas to the gulf. He 
had also trod the. streets of the prin- 
cipal cities of eastern Canada. © 

Everywhere he had received gifts. 
. Here it was an honorary college de-

Crow Indians had dubbed the mar- 
shal “Warrior of Warriors,” and made 
him a full-fledged chief. Sioux, once 
the terror of the northern plains, 
gave him a war bonnet, bestowed 
only upon the bravest of the brave 
‘ond called him “Chief Watakpech 
Wakiya” or “Charging Thunder.” 

And out in a little town in Indiana 
—where the marshal’s special train 
stopped for a few minutes—he receiv- 
ed from a wan-faced little: woman, a 
potted geranium. “Take it,” she im- 
plored, “ang plant it on the grave of 
my son. He fell near Soissons.” 

The geranium has been carefully 
preserved, and will be planted by Mar- 
shal Foch in his own garden “in hon- 
or of the son of the little woman of 
Indiana.”
